THE JORY WiLL PASS ON THE 
‘SHOOTER TODAY. 


The Story of the Tragedy, as Told 
by the Witnesses, Rather Tangled 
—Principal Witnesses Have Gone 
to the Springs—How the First Shot 


Was Fired. M 


The trial of Henry Wicks, the gambler, 
charged with assanit to murder for per- 
forating the corpus of Arad Howe, a brother 
gambler, with three bullets in a fight over 
the swindling of Wicks by one Butch 
Fisher, another card sharp, was resumed 
yesteiday morning in Judge Cheney’s 
court, The shooting took place on the 
sidewalk in front of McGinnis’s saloon, on 


North Main street, in July last. After | and 


Howe recovered from his injuries, both he 
and Fisher went on a pleasure trip to the 
springs, where théy are still supposed to be, 
as they have not since in the 
State, and were conspicuous by their ab- 
sence at the trial. 

After soma brief testimony of no great 
bearing On the case, the prosecution and 
the defense called their first witness to the 
stand. He gave the name of C. H. Will- 
iams. In reply to the questions put to him, 
he testified that he had heard Wicks, the 
defendant, and Butch Fisher on the night 
in question guarreling in the alleyway 
next to the saloon. While they were dis- 
puting he saw Howe run out of the saloon, 
seize Wicks by the throat and throw him 
down.f—Howe fell on top of Wicks and both 
men scuffled about on the sidewalk. The 


from the two men. 
shot, but who fired 
really and truly said he did not know. 
Then he, as he explicitly stated, turned on 
his heel and walked quietly up to the corner 
of Spring and Temple streets. As he was 
thus quietly walking away he heard two 
more shots. The witness stated that it did 
not occur to him to look around to see what 
the shooting was about, or to ascertain who 
fired them. 

The witness was then handed over to the 
tender mercies of the prosecution for cross- 
examination, in answer to the torturer-in- 
chief, the calm Mr, Williams, who never 
lost his aplomb for an instant, replied in 
dignified tones that Wicks said to Butch 
while the two were quarreling: “Give me 
that money When Howe 
grabbed Wicks Howe mumbled some- 
thing indistinctly. Wicks had no 
chance to say anything to_ Howe, 
“as his wind was cut off.” The first 
shot was fired as Howe was laying on top 
of Wicks. Wicks was a personal friend of 
the witness, but although he was in such a 
tight corner, “‘still,’” replied the witness, ‘I 
thought it best to walk away.’ The wit- 
ness stated that he was a traveling agent 
for the sale of stationary engines, but that 
tor the past two years he had followed the 
trade of invalid. 

Mr. Williams, cooler than before, if possi- 
ble, was then released from the anxjous 


seat. 

Frank R, Squire, acigar store keeper near 
the scene of the shooting, testified that he 
heard three shots fired, and saw Wicks and 
Howe lying on the sidewalk, but who fired 
them or any of them the witness did not 
know. Other evidence of no great im- 
portance was introduced, and the defend- 
ant not being placed on the stand, argu- 
ment was commenced. The prosecution 
made a powerful appeal for a conviction by 
the jury, to which the defense replied b 
undertaking a glear case of self- 
defense, which both of detendant’s counsel 
exploited to the utmost. Further argument 
will be resumed this aamgm The case 
will go to the jury by noon today.

MAYOR'S OFFICE. 


Mr. Workman Will Step Down Mon- | 


day~—That Gambling scheme — 
Clerk Teed Gaining Strength—A 
Caucus for Tonight—The Council- 
men All at Sea, 


The recent municipal election was one of 
surprises, and from present indications it 
looks as though the end was not yet 
reached. As soon as Mr. Bryson was 

elected, Mayor Workman at once signified 

his willingness to turn over the office to his 
successor, but, at the request of the Mayor- 
elect, consented to serve-until the first of 
the year. Everything seemed to be agreea- 
ble on both sides, consequently there was 
something of a sensation when it was 
learned yesterday morning that Mr, Bryson 
was getting up his bond, preparatory to at 
once assuming te duties of his office, This 

Was not at first believed, but when it was 
dearned that he had gone to Mr. Bosbyshell 

ana Judge John [. Redick and asked 

them to serve as his bondsmen, it 
began to look as though he meant business. 

Mr. Bosbyshell of course consented to 

Serve; but when it was found tnat he could 
.hotdo so, being a member of the City 

Council, Henry J. Woolts ott, the whole- 

sale liquor man, was substuuted, and he 

end Judge Kedick then qualified. Mr. 
_ Bryson then went to the Clerk’s office and 
notified Mr. Teed that he wished to teke 
the oath of office, That official was almost 
vaken off his feet by the announcement, 
beivg wholly unprepared for it, but admin- 
istered the oath, when Mr. Bryson immedi- 
ately notified him that he wished to be con- 
sidered Mayor from this time, and that he 
wanted the Chief of Police also notified. 
Mr. ‘eed replied that he would vot like 
to express a positive opinion, but 
said that he was of the impression 
that Mr. Bryson could not enter on the dis- 
charge of his duties until. his bond had 
been approved by the Council, and showed 
him the charter provision, at the same time 
advising him to consult a lawyer on the 
eubject. Mr. Bryson seemed to think that 
he had been a little hasty, aud left the office 
with his secretary, Mr. Bintord, aiterward 
returning to say that Mr. ‘Teed was correct, 
but that his bond would be approved Mon- 
day, when he would at once take his seat, 
he news of this little episode spread 
over the city in a short time, and numerous 
theories were advanced as to what brought 
it about. One was to the eftect 
Coffcilman B. Cohn = was. at 
the bottom of it, he having raised 
the point that unless Mr. Bryson 
took the oath at once he would move at the 
meeting of the Council Monday to declare 


the office vacant, on the ground that Mayor |. 


Worsman had no right to hold the place 
atter his successor was elected, and the 

Dew Council had been sworn in, Another 
story was to the effect that Mayor-elcct 
Bryson was in favor of the West sewer 
system, while Mayor Workman was opposed 
to it, and would veto the ordinance pro- 
viding for it. should it be presented before 
he gave up the office. The Mayor-elect, it 
is said, gives as Ins reason for this very un- 
usual procedure that seme action may be 
taken by his predecessor with which he is 
not in accord, and that he would not like to 
be bound up in apy manner when he takes 
his seat, 7 

Whether any or all of the stories are true 
or faise, the action of the Mafyor-elect is 
almost without precedent, and was the sub- 
et of considerable unfavorable criticism. 
ji was argued that it was a bre.ch of 
courtesy, after requesting his predecessor 
to hold over, as is the usual custom, to sup- 
piant him.in such an unceremonious man- 
ner, and without due notice, and whether 
there will be any further action in the mat- 
ter yet remains to be seen. 

Office seekers are still in hot water, for 
the reason that they do not know what the 
Council will do next Monday. All day 
yesterday the various candidates were hard 
at work, and each one of them seems to 
confident that his case is in good hands. 

No effort was made by the Councilmen to 
caucus Thursday, although the office seek- 
ers did all in their power to bring the muni- 
cipal lawmakers together. They even gave 
eut that a meeting would be held in Mayor 
Bryson’s private office, but no one except 
office seekers showed up, and the Whole 
thing went over. 

. The hardest fight now is for Chief of 
Police and Clerk ot the Council. The can- 
didates, with the exception of Chief Bene- 
dict and Clerk Teed, aré fighting each other 
for all thatis out. The fight against Chief 
Benedict has become very bitter. A few 
days ago his enemies gave out that 
faro games were running with his 
knowledge and consent, and also Whipple’s 
old game at 265 North Main street. The 
Chief learned the same day for the first 
time on good authority that this last-named 
game was actually ruuping, and a squad of 
men were sent out under orders to raid the 
place, even if they had to break the 
doors in. 

The officers had good luck, and suceeeded 
in getting the dealers and 12 visitors, a fuil 
account of which appeared in Tue TIMES 
the next morning. Chief Benedict’s 
enemies are using this raid against bim 
now, and it is claimed thatif he is de- 
feated for Chief of. Police be will have the 
Whipple raid to thank for it. The friends 
of Terrence Cooney insist that he will be 
the next chief, and that everything has 

. been arranged. 

The fight against Mr. Teed is also becoim- 
ing very bitter, but more than one level- 
headed member of the Council is in favor of 
leaving him in until the new charter is 
disposed of,for the reason that there will 
beaclass of work to dispose of wher the 
charter is adopted that cannot be attended 
to by a green man. 

Another caucus has been called by Mayor- 
elect Bryson for tonight to decide whether 
the nominees of the former caucus shal) 
stand. There isa good deal of dissatisfac- 
tion, and it is claimed that-even the “unit” 
are not entirely satisfied, sotbat an entire 
change may yet take place, In fact, almost 
anything may yet turn up by Monday 

morning, when the balloting will begin.

Of these only four are now 
living—Simon Cameron, James Camp- 
bell, James Donald Cameron and 
Wayne MacVeagh—and only, one is in 
public life. Ex-Postmaster-General 


-. Campbell, who retired from office more

Popular responses from over the 
border show that annexation is not 
popular in Canada. 
to the cause of the flag of the mother 
country is ‘‘bred in the bone,” and we 
do not anticipate any results from this 
latest effort (Butterworth’s resolution) 
to overcome the national prejudice and 
the patriotismof our northern neighbors. 
There is one controlling reason which 
is alone sufficient, in our judgment, to 
dispel all prospect of annexation ever 
becoming a fact ackomplished, and that 
is this: Canada receives little or no 
immigration from the United States; 
little or no American blood is infused 
‘into the veins of the body politic; 
few republican ideas, of the 
American pattern, obtain lodgment 
among her people; there is no consid- 
erable element of her population who 
are believers in American institutions 
and methods of government to such an 
extent as to make them active in the 
work of proselyting the populace to the 
American cause. Hence there is lack- 
ing that healthy leaven which 1s esse n- 
tial to the prozess of leavening the 
whole lump of Canadian ideas, which 
havethe semi-royal stamp upon them, 
and are too fixed and conservative to 
be changed by any internal process. 
‘*Westward the course of empire takes 
its way;”” it seeks the virgin fields that 
invitingly lie towards the setting sun; 
not the old, settled, hide-bound and 
repellant lands beyond our borders 
on the north and east, which do 
not beckon to the sons of the 
Great Republic, inviting them to come 
and establish there the foundations of 
new governments and new states. 

Ina hundred years the American 
Union, the hope of mankind and the 
'pride of the World, has extended its 
borders westward to the Pacific.

{t argues for “abolition of the Presi- 
dential electors, the persons, the men, 
the candidates, for that office, by giving 
the State thesame number of votes.it 
has now ahd voting directly for Presi- 
dent, instead of voting for the useless 
intermediate electors.’”’ It holds that 
the oply reform in sight is ‘‘the reten- 
tion of the right of the States to elect 
as now, but protection of the result 
against such tricks as are now possible. 
Among these is a bogus electoral ticket, 
in which are smuggled the names ef 
one or two electors of the opposite 
party.

The reply has invariably been that 
there 1s no such case on record. Yet 
such a thing might be; and one of these 
times, unless the present law is 
changed, we may see just that

Mrs. Schuyler Colfax and Mrs, ‘Senator 
MaeDonald were among the many promi- 
nent ladies present. 

The public reception tonight tendered at 
Tomlinson’s Hall to Vice-President-elect 
and Mrs. Morton by the citizens of Indian- 
apolis was the most brilliant affair of the 
kind ever witnessed in this city. The great 
hall was tastefully decorated with flowers, 
bunting, banners and pictures of Gen. Har- 
rison and the distinguished guest of the oc- 
casion, Shortly after 8 o’clock Mr. Morton 
entered, accompanied by Mrs. Harrison and 
followed by Gen. Harrison, escorting Mrs.
